New York, Feb. 3.—A 
the National Democratic 
in disorder after a resolution demand­ 
ing that Charles F. Murphy be retired 
from the leadership of Tammany Hall 
had been adopted on a yea and nay 
vote. 
When the chairman announced the 
result of the vote the Murphy parti­ 
sans and those favoring his retire­ 
ment started a demonstration against 
each other. Fists were shaken freely, 
threats were made and hard names 
used. 
It was fully ten minutes before 
a 8emblbanee of order was restored. 
Friends of Mr. Murphy declared 
that the resolution had been carried 
by an unfair vote and said they will I 
lay the matflpr in the form of a pro­ 
test before the board of governors of 
the organization. 
The resolution was introduced by 
City 
Court 
Justice 
Edward 
F. 
O’Dwyer, president of the club. A hit­ 
ter speech in 
reply the 
resolution 
was made by Thomas F. Smith, secre­ 
tary of Tammany Hall. 
"The cause that led to our defeat 
at 
the last election,” said Justice 
O'Dwyer, "was the issue that was pre­ 
sented to the people charging us with 
corruption and with being grafters. 
Evidence has been produced since in 
a court record that proved some ot 
those charges. 
"I am not a grafter and I don’t in­ 
tend to mingle with grafters. 
We 
have seen the spectacle of men swear­ 
ing in court that money was paid for 
state contracts and 
no accounting 
ever was made for this money. 


Says Certain Element Must Go. 
“Some of the charges have been 
proved. The people have arrived at a 
verdict. 
They shooed that at the 
last election and if we ever want to 
go before the people again with can 
didates we will have to get rid of that 
element in our party that is responsi 
hie for this state of affairs.” 
Justice O’Dwyer then introduced his 
resolution and Mr. Smith demanded 
to be heard. 
He said it was amazing 
that Justice O’Dwyer should say that 
what had been brought out in the 
John Doe inquiry "constitutes the guilt 
of every man mentioned.” 
Mr. Smith then began a defense of 
Mr. Murphy, declaring that political 
leaders always were the targets for 
all kinds of attacks, many of which 
were unfounded. 
Shaking his fist at Justice O'Dwyer, 
Mr. Smith shouted: “If any one can 
■how me that Charles F. Murphy is 
guilty of one-half the allegations made 
against him I will be one of the first 
to annihilate him. ’ 
He then made a motion to lay the 
resolution on the table, but Justice 
O’Dwyer declared the motion not in 
order and said the vote would be tak­ 
en on the adoption of the resolution. 
A thunderous “yea” was the 
re­ 
sponse and a moment later seemingly 
just as loud a "nay” was given. Presi­ 
dent O’Dwyer then announced the 
resolution passed. 
Smith demanded 
that a ballot vote be taken, but his 
demand was inheeded and the meet­ 
ing adjourned.

A LLEGE UNFAIR TREATMENT 


T w in 
Cities 
Complain 
Against 
Rail

Lines. 
Washington, Feb. 3.—The St. Paul 
Association of Commerce and the Min­ 
neapolis Civic and Commerce associa­ 
tion brought a complaint before the 
Interstate 
commerce 
commission 
against practically every carrier, both 
w ater and rail, operating between the 
Twin Cities and the Atlantic sea­ 
board. 
It is alleged that the carriers 
discriminate against the Twin Cities, 
particularly in favor of Duluth. 
The 
class rates are attacked and com­ 
parisons given which show that on six 
classes of freight Duluth enjoys a 
rate of from 6 to 20 cents lower than 
the Twin Cities. 
The commission is asked to order 
the carriers to make reductions which 
will put the Twin Cities on a parity 
with competing points.

St. Paul, Feb. 3.—Two elements of 
especial interest, one of them coming 
as the climax of a series of sensa­ 
tions, entered into the trial of former 
Chief of Police Flanagan and former 
Detective Turner for alleged bribery. 
The defense in its statem ent of 
fact told the jury it intended to es­ 
tablish an alibi for Flanagan by intro­ 
ducing evidence to show' that the for­ 
mer acting chief was ill at his home 
at the time Willie Wolff testified he 
paid Flanagan $250, 
alleged to be 
Flanagan’s share in the Dorothy Haz- 
zard ‘deal,” in tho chief’s office at 
Central station. 
Defendant 
Turner has 
not 
been 
mentioned 
in connection 
with the 
plan to establish an alibi for Flana­ 
gan and in the statem ent of the de­ 
fense to the jury Turner’s name was 
used much less frequently than that 
of Flanagan. 
The general scheme of defense as 
outlined by Attorney McElwee will be 
that the defendants are innocent vic­ 
tims of a "frameup” by Willie Wolff 
and the Burke woman; that neither 
accepted any money for any kind of 
protection and that neither made any 
promises of protection to the women 
of the underworld who have testified 
they paid money under the impression 
they were to get protection. 
The most astonishing incident oc­ 
curred when Judge Morrison question­ 
ed the jury as to reports he had heard 
that some of the jurors have been 
"approached.” 
The court said if any 
juror had been approached there was 
no need of proceeding further with 
the case. 
The judge then asked any Juror, if 
he had been approached, to make the 
fact known to the court. 
There was 
no response from the Jurors and the 
court said he believed no one has 
been tampering with the jury.

Washington, Feb. 3.—[Special.J—Ev­ 
ery year congress does more urn! more 
for the farmer. The appropriations for 
the agricultural department have in­ 
creased in the past twenty years from 
$2,000,000 to $20,000,000. all in the in­ 
terest of farmers, although a large 
portion of the sum has gone Into scien­ 
tific bureaus, weather service, travel­ 
ing expenses, inspection service aud a 
lot more side issues which only Inci­ 
dentally affect the fnrtner. 
Hut more and more interest is paid 
to the farmer. 
Legislation in the in­ 
terest of the farm er receives more con­ 
sideration than formerly. 
More mem­ 
bers of congress talk about doing 
something for the agriculturalist and 
Legisla- 
ferior to the German navy and there 
by set the United States down from 
second to third place as a naval 
power, it was charged by Representa­ 
tives Witherspoon of Mississippi and 
Hensley of Missouri, members of the 
house naval affairs committee.

LUCIUS K. STANNARD DEAD 


Last Survivor of Minneaota Constitu­ 


tional Convention in 1857. 
Taylor Falls. Minn., Feb. 3.—Lucius 
Kingsbury Stannard, ninety years old, 
the last survivor of the 
Minnesota 
constitutional convention of 1857 and 
the first attorney admitted to prac­ 
tice in Chisago county, died at his 
home here. 
He served as prosecuting 
attorney and probate judge of the 
county. 
Mr. Stannard numbered among the 
early pioneers of the state. 
He caufe 
to Minnesota in 1852, two years after 
he had been admitted to the bar in 
Vermont, where he was born, July 6, 
1824, and where he received his edu­ 
cation. He graduated from Bakersfield 
academy, 
Vermont, 
at the 
age 
ol 
twenty-four.

W ashington, Feb. 3.—Women work­ 
ers who toll daily in the mills and in

EXPRESS COMPANIES GIVE UP 


Cut 
in 
Rates 
W ill Save 
Wisconsin 


Shippers $100,000 Annually. 
Madison, Wis., Feb. 3.—The suits 
started by the express companies sev­ 
eral months ago to restrain the Wis­ 
consin railroad commission from en­ 
forcing its order for lower rates in 
this state were dismissed in circuit 
court. 
The new rates promulgated by the 
commission 
became effective simul­ 
taneously with the orders of the inter­ 
state commerce commission. 
"The order of the Wisconsin com­ 
mission affects intrastate rates,” said 
Assistant 
Attorney 
General 
Drew, 
"and will result in the saving of about 
$100,000 annually to the people of the 
state. 
The principal reductions on 
merchandise and articles are in many 
schedules over 20 per cent.”

The city lost an appeal in the state 
circuit court, seeking to overturn a 
lower court’s verdict of unconstlta- 
tonality.

Grange organizations 
have often tried to speak for the farm­ 
ers to congress, but it will take an or­ 
ganization which stands firm, pulls to­ 
gether and votes to have effect. 


Have the Information. 
It was just atter the president's mes­ 
sage had been delivered on the trust 
question, and Murdock of Kansas was 
questioning Chairman Adamson of the 
interstate commerce committee. 
“Will you have hearings?” asked 
Murdock. 
"I can’t say yet.” replied Adomson 
“W ith all the messages, bills, reports, 
letters, documents, etc., which we have 
not yet read and digested, it may be 
that we will have information enough 
to proceed without giving hearings.” 
And the house seemed to acquiesce, 
for the members know' that if the com­ 
mittees ever begin hearings on the 
trust question there will be no possible 
adjournment until late in the fall. 


Doing the Impossible. 
"It always amuses me.” said Con 
gressman Butler of Pennsylvania, "to 
hear a man get up In the house, when 
five or ten minutes have been given 
bim. and begin by saying. ’It will be 
impossible for me in the limited time 
at my disposal to discuss this momen­ 
tous question,’ and then go light along 
and discuss it. 
The chances are that 
he will be given leave to extend ids re 
marks In the Record, with the result 
that we will see several pages of elab­ 
orate discussion of the subject which 
he could not discuss in the limited time 
at his disposal! We play many bunco 
games in congress.” 


"Senatorial Courteay?” 
A senator was talking about the 
Alaska bill last week.

The Speaker’s Position. 
Replying to a complaint in the house 
that many measures did not receive 
consideration. Speaker Clark took the 
floor and pointed out the different 
methods by which a bill could be 
brought before the house. 
Telling 
w hat be thought the speaker should 
do, be said: “If I believe there Is a 
pronounced sentiment In the bouse In 
favor of any bill, amounting to a ma­ 
jority or anywhere near two-thirds of 
the bouse. I will recognize a member 
to call up that bill under suspension 
of the rules.” 
If any man bas a two-thirds majority 
for his bill the suspension of the rules 
method is the surest way of getting 
action in the house. 
It is quick, and 
no chance to amend the bill is given. 


Is It Socialism?

Several Transportation Corpora­ 


tions Will Be Fined. 


Juneau, Alaska., Feb. 3.—The anti­ 
trust 
cases 
against 
transportation 
companies and their officers accused 
of discrimination in restraint of trade 
and conspiracy to monopolize wharf 
facilities at Skagway, Alaska, which 
have been hanging fire since Feb. 15, 
1912, when the indictments were re­ 
turned by the federal grand jury, were 
terminated by the defendant corpora­ 
tions entering pleas of guilty and the 
cases against the individual defend­ 
ants being dismissed upon motion of 
the United States district attorney. 
The conclusion of the case was in 
the nature of a compromise. 
Fines 
will be Imposed. 
The cases grew out of complaint of 
the 
Humboldt 
Steamship 
company 
that rival companies had conspired to 
monopolize the business at Skagway 
by obtaining control of the wharf fa­ 
cilities and by discriminating in the 
through billing of freight and ticket­ 
ing of passengers. 
The corporations indicted were the 
Alaska Steamship company, the Pa­ 
cific Coast Steamship company, the 
Canadian Pacific Steamship company, 
the Northern Pacific Wharves and 
Trading company, the Pacific and Arc­ 
tic Railroad and Navigation company, 
controlling the White Pass route. The 
individuals indicted were high offi­ 
cials of these companies.
